School Bonds 
Get Support 


Of Citizens 


Members of the Menlo Park El- 
ementary School District Citizens’ 
School Study Committee were ex- 
pected to go on record last night as 
supporting the district's proposed 
$5€5,000 bond issue, on receipt of a 
recommendation to that effect from 
their “finances and facilities” sub- 
committee. 

The bond issue is to be the sub- 
ject of an election here Oct. 9. 

Meanwhile, campaigning for the 
bond issue was shaping up. It was 
understood that a citizens’ commit- 
tee for the bond issue, headed by 
Guy Plaisted of 1805 White Oak 
lane, was in process of formation. 


No statements have yet been made} 


from that source, however. 


RECOMMENDED CUT 

The subcommittee’s report was to| 
be submitted to the citizens’ group 
as a whole by Robert L. Chambers 
and Robin Hood, co-chairmen of 
the “finances and facilities” panel. 

It was on the recommendation of 
their group that the school district 
trustees two weeks ago, reduced the 
amount of the bond issue from 
$850,000 to $585,000, by removing 
cost of a proposed Stanford Village 
area school from the over-all plan 
for development of the district. 


Hood said yesterday that, if the 
school bond issue is not passed, 
facilities of the school district will 
be “totally inadequate” to handle 
expected enrollment in the next 
two years.

An analysis ef county voter ‘registration released 
County Clerk John A. Bruning showed not only gro wth 
but a growth in Republican party strength since the 
election. 

Total ccunty registration this year 
compared with 118,779 in 1959. 
Menlo Fark’s voters in 1950 tot 

11,010. 
Atherton showed an increase from a total of 1947 in 1950 to 2303 
this year. 

Republicans in the county this year total 73,656, tr ailing by 3845 
the Democrats, who muster 77,501. But in 1950, Republicans trailed 
by 10,284 with only 51,798 to the Democrats’ 62,082. 

In Menlo Park in 1950, the G.O.P. count was 2909, Democrats 2598. 
This year the Republicans total 6227 as against 4346 for their oppon- 
ents. This is widening the gap to a 61-39 division today as against a 
55-45 split in 1950. 

In Atherton, there are now 2151 registered Republicans and 559 
Democrats, compared with 1950 figures of 1401 Republicans and 452 
Democrats.

Progress reports on a vigorous and 
continuing program aimed at tax 
savings, public information on tax 
matters and cocperation with local 
governments in budget-making wil! 
be made at a meeting of directors of 
the San Mateo County Property 
Owners’ association at 8 p. m. Fri- 
cay in the supervisors’ chambers at 
the courthcuse, Redwood City. 


. The meeting has been scheduled 
for 1144 El Camino Real, Menlo 
Park. As all association members 
are invited, it was moved to the 
courthouse to accomm-date the ex- 
pected attendance, 


M. L. Steinberg of Atherton, as- 
sociation president, said the in- 
tensified program has taken shape 
with the recent addition cf 13 di- 
rectors, raising board membership 
to 17 and providing representa- 
tion from such specialized fields 
‘as taxation, engineering, building 
development, research and pubtic 
relations. A stepped-up member- 
ship drive also is under way. 

Directors frem this area are 
Steinberg, W. Needham [Lambert of 
Atherton, 18 years a tax attorney for 
Standard Oil company cf Californ- 
ja; J. H. McClelland of Athe:ton, 
who has had several years’ experi- 
ence in municipal budget work:

EXPLAINS 

Steinberg said asscciation activity 
will be carried on in all property tax 
tields - Municipal, county, school 
and special districts and will be 
aimed at public information and 
control of expenditures. 

“The county’s increased tax load 
and the failure of some tax. units to 
reduce levies despite the 50 per cent 
increase in assessed valuation led 
‘the association to undertake this 
program,” he said. “We do not in- 
tend to be a ‘no’ organization auto- 
matically opposed to justified ex- 
penditpres in the interest of good} 
government. 

“Rather, it is our determination 
to maintain a close check on local 
governments in the county, study 
proposed expenditures and bond 
issues and keep the public inform- 
ed on what property taxes mean 
to the pocketbook. 

“Too often, cnly one side cf the 
story reaches the public because of 
organized campaigns, notably in the 
case of bond issues. Cur purpese will 
be to analyze, then provide complete 
information. We feel that in some 
‘instances voters may have been 
swayed by emotional appeals instead 
of with presentation of cold facts 
and figures.”

County's Needy Aged 
Get $2,477,601 Aid 

In San Mateo county, $2,477,601 
were paid out in aid to the needy 
aged alone during 1951-52, the fiscal 
year just completed, compared with 
$2,454,702 for fiscal 1959-51, Cali- 
fornia Taxpayers’ association re- 
ports. 

Fiscal 1951-52 started with $204,- 
491 paid in aged aid to 3134 people 
in the county for July, 1951. It end- 
ed with $206,202 paid to 3212 needy 
eged people in the county in June, 
1952. 

The preceding fiscal year, 1950-51, 
started with $208,870 paid. in needy 
xged- aid to 3006 people for July, 1950 
and finished with $203,113 paid to 
3105 needy aged people in June, 1951.

1. A 49-foot maximum width to 
the pavement; 2. clear indication 
of parking areas; 3. institution of 
2 lead limit to discourace heavy 
truck traffic; 4. adequate posting 
and enforcement of a 25-mile-an- 
hour speed limit, and, 5. stop 
signs for Bay road traffic at the 
intersections of Berkeley avenue, 
Menlo Oaks drive, and Ringwood 
avenue. 

Another letter, signed by Irving F, 
Dunn, gave support to the residents 
committee from the Prcperty Own- 
ers League for Opposition to the 
Central Business District Portion of 
the Master Plan. 

COMMISSION REPORT 

Guy E. Plaisted, chairman of the 
traffic safety commission, reported 
for that body that it was felt the 
resurfacing should be undertaken 
immediately to provide more safety, 
that stop signs should be installed at 
all corners of the Bay-Ringwood in- 
tersection, and that a load limit 
should be posted. 

He declared that the commission, 
after studying the situation, did not 
feel the additional stop signs would 
be beneficial. 

Members cf the audience declar- 
ed that school buses, loading at the 
corner of Bay and Menlo Oaks of- 
ten are passed by motorists in a 
dangerous mannev. They urged the 

four-way stop at that point to 
protect the children. 

O. W. Lang, 318 Bay road, declar- 
ed that he and his family moved to 
the area for its country atmosphere 
and that he was sure all other per- 
sons in the area, too, would rather 
see it remain that way without hav- 
ing Bay road repaved. 

‘WON'T STAY RURAI’ 

Major Henry I. McFeely, 1028

Plan Opponents Give 
Vital Statistics’ 


“Vital statistics” concerning act- 
ual numbers of property owners op- 
posing the proposed Menlo Park 
central business district master plan 
were discussed before a group esti- 
mated at more than 100, whic as- 
sembled at the Teonard Elugna 
home, 1210 University drive. Tues- 
day night. 

The mesting, sponscred by the 
Property Owners League for oppos-

figures, 127 out of 199 property own- 
ers in the affected area indicated 
they were unfavorable to the plan 
as it now stands; on a “front-foct” 
basis, 50.4 per cent of the affected 
owners have petiticned against the 
plan and on a square foot basis, 51.5 
per cent of the property affected is 
represented in the opposition.

| Your City’s Business: 


Review 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 


Over the last several weeks this 
column has carried a discussion of 
the pres and ccns of the central dis- 
trict portion of the proposcd master 
plan. 

It has been a presentation of 
the issues as I see them, and was 
not intended to indicate what pos- 
ition I will take on them when and 
if they come before the city coun- 
cil. All T can say as to the final 
disposition of these matters is 
that from my knowledge of the 
men on the council, I am sure that 
no feature of the plan will be ad- 
opted which does not have general 
public acceptance and that the 
hardships that might be inflicted 
on any individual will be taken in- 
to account fully. No one should 
suffer any anxiety or alarm over 
what is proposed. 

Perhaps a summary 2f the issues 
with regard to the central business 
district is in order before this col- 
umn goes on to other matters. 

The basic need of the central busi- 
ness district, if it is to expand, fur- 
ther, is additional off-street park- 
ing, particularly on the south side 
of Santa Cruz avenue. 

Proper ratios of off-street park- 
ing to commercial area have been 
determined by experience of shop- 
ping center developers in the post-

were not irreconcilable. 

Perhaps the return to balance is the result of the efforts 
of our city’s spiritual leaders, who lately have stressed the 
matter. We like to think that is the case. 

Or perhaps it is merely a lull in the storm. Maybe the full 
gale of suspicion, accusation and nonsense will break forth 
again when the city council begins hearings on the master plan, 
We hope not. 


FACT OF UNITY 


In today’s atmosphere of goodwill—or at least of slackened 
hatreds—we would like to restate a fact of unity that has been 
somewhat overlooked in recent months: 

During the master plan debates, the feeling was evident 
that the community consists of a number of diverse and unre- 
lated groups. We were told about the interests of the mer- 
chants, the interests of the city officials, the interests of the 
commercial property owners and the interests of the residents 
—all as if they were completely different, completely at log- 
gerheads, and that what was good for.one was, ipso facto, bad 
for another. It’s not true, 

We cannot take a group of 10 or 50 or 300 men and say, 
“They. are merchants,’ while we take another group and say, 
“They are residents.’ 

Our merchants are residents, too, and they, too, enjoy the 
advantages of our pleasant residential life. Our residents who 
are not in business, likewise have a stake in the business pros- 
perity of Menlo Park. That prosperity not only means easier, 
pleasanter shopping. It also means a great deal of help with 
the tax bill. 

We're all in this city together and all interested in keeping 
it the best place in the world in which to live. 

Let’s remember that.

A far more potent competitor to 
the growth of our central business 
area than University avenue, Palo 
Alto, is the projected shoppins 
center on the Stanford campus ad- 
jacent to the. Palo Alto hospital. 
Here parking facilities will be ade- 
quate to attract the very large de-. 
partment | stores, and unless we 
place. our own business section in 
a competitive position, we are lia- 
ble to find ultimately that apart- 
ment houses are the best use for 
some of our presently zoned com- 
mercial land. 

Objections to the proposed.plan 
include cost. Obviously there is a 
limit as to what our business pro- 
perty can afford to pay, and so the 
benefits must be carefully balanced 
against the expenses. Many owners 
of commercial property, who have 
paid assessments for street widen- 
ing and parking plazas, are object- 
ing to having their property taken 
for parking at present values on the 
grounds. that values will be higher 
in the future, and the city, by as- 
sessing them originally, created a 
moral. gbligation to gllow. them to 
participate permanently in the city’s 
commercial growth. 

Residential property owners are 
also objecting tc their property 
being taken for parking. Some are 
hopeful their property ultimately 
will be zoned “commercial.” 

Others feel it will be a hardship to 
be required to sell their residential 
property and move, much if it pro- 
ducing income for them.

Master Plan Is Called ‘Masterpiece’ 


Editor, The Recorder: 

After having listened to 
discussions and, read. several arti- 
cles on the Master Plan for the 
Central Business District of Menlo 
Park, I now wish to express my 
views on this matter. 

I think the plan is as a whole, a 
masterpiece, and if carried through 


many 


a thriving community. 

I, as others in any way affected, 
was asked to sign against this plan. 
In fact, I wonder: how many signa- 
tures against this central business 
portion of the plan actually express 
the true desires of those who signed. 

Many. whose names appear on 
the cpponents’ petition are realty 
hindering their own. interests, and 
there are examples where signa- 
tures were obtained under misre- 
presentation, For instance, several 
persons were told that, all their 
neighbors had signed and that by 
not signing. the petition, they were 
handicappins, the whole communi- 
ty. Later some of these same peo- 
ple, on finding out the truth, res- 
cinded their signatures. 

Another example of underhanded 
methods can almost be compared to 
blackmail. I spoke to a merchant, 
who stated that he and other mer- 
chants were contacted by persons 
during his busiest store hours, and 
asked in a loud manner whether he 
was for cr against the Master Plan. 
If his answer was for the plan, they 
stated they “and others would boy- 
cott his store, 

These kinds of threats show a bas- 
ic igncrance of the facts of life in 
sc far as the central district is con- 
cerned. Boycott.of merchants by a 
few won’t change the basic facts’ of 
Population growth, purchasing pow- 
er and the need for parking as a 
matter of long range survival of the 
central district. 

The central. district provides 
basic tax revenue for the entire 
city, The.future of the district, its 
success or failure, its ability to de- 
velop or its stagnation affect the 
tax bill of every property owner in 
the city. 

To me, the strange thing about 
all this objection to the plan is the 

fact. that most of the. old residents 
will receive in remuneraion for their 
property many times what they paid 
for it, cven if the city does take it 
for parking. If the plan does not go 
into effect, their property will not be 
worth one cent more than this, and 
they wouldn’t be able tosell it if 
they desired to do so. 

It is a proven fact that. the busi- 
ness property in Menlo Park is ap- 
proximately half developed and, if 
several of the already existing shops 
are vacated, there will certainly be 
no. need for increasing hhe business 
property. With the several proposed 
new shopping centers coming into 
existence around us, we should, for 
our own survival, back this Master 
Pian 1C0 per cent.

And Even Meteorologists—Predict Weather |

Time was when almost everyone 
was an amateur weather forecaster, 
but today the subject is so compli- 
cated ‘that only a meteorologist 
knows anything (worth knowing) 
about the weather. 

Yet for all the isobars, microbaro- 
graphs and other super-tools of the 
forecasting trade, the home garden- 
er is still at the mercy of the ele- 


There are simpler, if less scientific, 
methods of forecasting weather. 

Most people know, for example. 
that “mare’s tails” (cirrus clouds) 
in the sky often occur on the front 
of a typical disturbance.

Changes, and Changes of Townsite 


| Menlo and its history has been 
; described in a letter by Mrs. Rose 
Bailey, 70, who has lived in the area 
since 1886. 

The town hes had its “ups” and 
“downs,” starting with a cyclone 
during the summer of its first year. 
a name change, and even a change 
of the townsite on one occasion. 

“I will try to write these lines to 
the best of my knowledge,’ Mrs. 
Bailey begins, “for as time and 
older gencrations pass on, the 
landmarks, all marred by the hand. 
of time, will also pass on into the 
limbo. of forgotten days.” 

She describes the settlement of the 
area: 

“In the spring of the year 1887 a 
townsite was laid out one mile notrh 
and a quarter of a mile east of (the 
present town) under the name of 
Mistic. 

EARLY ‘PUBLIC WORKS’ 

“The first thing, a 100-foot well 
was dug by hand, with the carth 
carried to the surface by rope and 
windlass. 

“A store building with a general 
stock of goods was put in, a hard- 
ware and implement store, a livery 
barn, hotel, blacksmith shop and a 
couple of land offices.and a postof- 
fice were operated in a dugout.” 

The. fast-rising little town had 
only a few. months of peace. be- 
fore nature. intervened. Mrs. Bail- 
ey’s letter continues: 

“All. did a flourishing . business 
until. June .8 of .the, same year, 
when a cyclone swept. over these 
prairies, with Mistic. in its path. 

“It .completely demolished the 
livery barn and..blacksmith shop, 
wrecked the implement. building, 
moved the store off its foundation 
ana turned over all other build- 
ings, 

“The wind was followed by a heavy. 
rain that, lasted 30 minutes,. Our 
house was a sod house about a half. 
mile north of Mistic, and the wind 
took the roof off over our heads.” 

But, as Mrs. Bailey continues, the 
houses and businesses were all re- 
built.

Describes Country, Travels 


While diplomats work and plead 
and argue in the cause of world 
peace, oftentimes the voice of little 
people—like you and I—can be heard 
over the tumult. These people, like 


Dulcie Bell of Southern Rhodesia, 
bring with thera ti elings of their 
country individually, feelings of 


friendship and human understand- 
ing, 

Dulcie, who teaches music curri- 
cula*at a school in the Rhodesian 
capitol, Salisbury, is now visiting 
with her cousins, Mr. and Mrs.

In describing her country, Dulcie 
said: 

Southern Rhodesia is a subtropi- 
eal colony of Great Britain, situated 
in the heart of Africa 1000 miles 
from the Equator. The city of Salis- 
bury has 40,000 population, seats the 
governor, appointed by England pro- 
per and houses the country’s own 
parliament. 

One of the main industries in the 
colony, which is just celebrating its 
60th anniversary in the British Em- 
pire is the mining of gold. 


‘AMERICANIZED’ 

Johannesberg, a great city near the 
southern foot of the continent, Dul- 
cie explained, is perhaps the most 
Americanized metropolis in Africa. 
Herve, one can see “zoot” ties, check 
shirts, modern buildings and a cos- 
mopolitan population. 

About 500 miles from Johannes- 
burg, a seaport town named Durban 
shows a decided contrast in British 
culture. According to Dulcie, Durban 
“out-Englishes the English.”
